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Washington  State  University,  with 
the  assistance  of  area  tribes  and 
scholars  and  led  by  project  director 
Jaqueline  Peterson  of  the  History  and 
Native  American  Studies  Depart- 
ments, is  developing  a  regional  and 
national  traveling  exhibition  of  art, 
artifacts,  music  and  video.  The  exhibi- 
tion will  illustrate  the  developments 
and  changes  set  in  motion  nearly  1 50 
years  ago  by  Father  DeSmet's  found- 
ing of  missions  in  Idaho,  Montana 
and  Washington. 

Based  on  the  recent  discovery  of  a 
collection  of  drawings  and  maps  from 
the  1840s,  the  exhibit  will  represent 
the  missionaries'  images  of  the  geog- 
raphy, tribal  peoples,  and  flora  and 
fauna  of  the  northern  Rockies  and 
teastern  plateau.  The  missionaries' 
first  contact  with  traditional  life  ways 
and  beliefs  of  the  tribes  will  also  be 
revealed. 

The  regional  exhibit's  tour  and  ac- 
companying public  programs  are 
scheduled  for  1992-93.  An  MCH  plan- 
ning grant  for  $13,794  to  the  Salish  - 
Kootenai  College  in  Ronan,  MT  and  to 
WSU  will  enable  program  planners  to 
work  closely  with  the  Montana  tribes 
in  developing  the  exhibit.  Betty 
White,  a  member  of  the  Confederated 
Salish  and  Kootencii  Tribes,  is  con- 
ducting research  for  the  project  in 
Montana.

Food  for  Thought 

by  Margaret  Kingsland 

HISTORY 

For  the  past  sixteen  years,  the  Montana  Committee  for 
the  Humanities  (MCH)  has  made  grants  in  support  of  pub- 
lic programs  in  the  humanities.  Five  years  ago,  the  numer- 
ous reports  and  debates  on  American  education  led  the 
MCH  to  examine  ways  and  means  of  better  serving  Monta- 
na educators  and  schools. 

In  1984  the  Committee,  responding  to  state  and  na- 
tional debates  about  educational  quality,  attempted  to  de- 
sign a  special  Initiative  which  would  be  of  use  to  Montana 
teachers,  would  strengthen  their  preparation  and  training 
in  the  humanities,  would  stimulate  the  development  of  net- 
works of  schoolteachers,  and  build  bridges  between 
schools  and  the  state's  universities  and  colleges. 

The  Committee  was  heavily  influenced  by  the  convic- 
tion that  study  In  depth  and  In  detail  should  be  encour- 
aged, and  so  it  planned  for  the  development  of  month-long 
Summer  Seminars  for  High  School  Teachers.  Over  the  past 
five  years,  a  total  of  sixteen  different  Summer  Seminars  for 
Teachers  have  been  funded  by  the  MCH. 
RESULTS 

Looking  at  the  results  in  terms  of  numbers  of  teachers 
served  by  month-long  seminars,  the  Committee  might 
have  concluded  that  its  experiment  was  a  failure.  But  virtu- 
ally to  a  jjerson,  each  teacher  who  participated  in  an  MCH 
Summer  Seminar  praised  the  program  and  the  experience. 
Many  reported  that  their  in-depth  study  provided  some  of 
the  most  exhilarating  Intellectual  experiences  of  their 
lives. 

Over  the  five-year  period,  the  Committee  was  interest- 
ed to  note  that  a  cadre  of  teachers  affectionately  called 
"MCH  Summer  Seminar  junkies"  developed.  They  enrolled 
in  a  Seminar  each  summer  and  extolled  the  value  of  such 


study  to  their  colleagues.  While  this  was  a  gratifying  de- 
velopment, the  Committee  could  not  Justify  continuing  to 
support  a  program  which  dldnt  continually  expand  to  a 
wider  constituency,  and  so,  reluctantly,  voted  to  discon- 
tinue the  month-long  Seminars. 
NEW  SUMMER  INSTITUTES 

This  year  the  MCH  offered  three  week-long  Summer 
Institutes  for  Teachers  designed  to  provide  an  Intense, 
but  briefer  Immersion  In  a  text  or  topic  in  the  humanities. 
Similar  to  the  seminars  of  the  past  five  summers,  the  in- 
stitutes provided  stipends  for  study  and  college  or  uni- 
versity credits  for  the  work. 
NEW  PROGRAMS 

Future  plans  call  for  Weekend  Humanities  Institutes 
for  Teachers  to  be  available  during  the  1989-90  academ- 
ic year.  In  November,  five  different  Institutes  will  be  se- 
lected for  funding,  and  each  will  be  available  in  a  total  of 
three  different  communities.  They  will  be  designed  to 
provide  teachers  in  a  school  or  school  district  an  inten- 
sive reading  and  discussion  program  In  a  core  discipline 
in  the  humanities. 

The  Committee  is  also  planning  to  develop 
humanities  programs  which  can  be  used  by  schools  for 
their  PIR  days  and  In  Service  offerings.  Suggestions  for 
topics  for  all  of  these  programs  are  welcome.  ^ 

Recognizing  that  Americas  future  is  being  shaped  ^ 
Americas  classrooms,  the  Montana  Committee  for  the 
Humanities  Is  eager  to  work  with  teachers  in  designing 
programs  which   use  the  humanities  to  deepen  our 
understanding  of  our  world  and  our  Uves.
